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Continuation of 1 1. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The arguments presented by the applicants are 
not persuasive and newly added limitations "the resources including equipment for performing printing tasks and the resources including 
printers, copiers, rollers, shrink wrappers, cutters, sealers and manual resources among others" found in claim 1 raises new issues that 
would require further consideration and/or search. The applicants indicated that amending claim 1 with the subject matter of claim 2, 
specifically adding the limitations of defining "resources" as "equipment for performing printing tasks including printers, copiers, rollers, 
shrink wrappers, cutters, sealers and manual resources". The examiner disagrees with the applicants' arguments. First, claim 2 does not 
contain any limitations/features indicating these resources are for performing a print task. Secondly, limitations as cited in claim 2 
contains the term "may include", wherein currently amended claim 1 eliminates the word/term "may".
